‘Mach ofthe criminal tention is cect othe 
huge make in the United Stes, where experts say 
dig tracking has become the country largest 
source of ileal earned income. The ileal drug 
trafic has made drug aba a problem of national 
concern, partially since the erly 1980s, when 
President Ronald Reagan decaed the War on Drs. 
‘fer Reagan left the Oral Office in 198, his two 
successors, George Bush and Bl Clinton, renewed 
thepledge to ight the War and spent more on of 
dls combating international drug talickng

The Com- 
‘missions conclusion thatthe opium rade was one of 
the mort serious problem inthe Oiet ld Con- 
rss to ban opium we in the Philippines in 195. 
“This was the beginning ofan international an- 
tiopum crusade that lobbied succes for a s- 
‘eof tetesesricting trade inthe dr. In 190 
the United States and tele other counties met in 
‘Shangha, China, to examine the opm trade, and 
‘hey agreed in principle that they should make a 
stronger efoto contra opium and its derivates, 
particulaly morphine. Meanwhile, inthe United 
‘States the Pogresie Elda. wes time of 
‘efor snd political change, andthe growing fear of 
drag abuse crested tong polic suport inthe 
cary twentieth century for passage of national legis- 
lation that would ead to the contol ofthe domestic 
tna in opium and cocsine! In 1906 Congress 
passed the Pure Food and Drug Act, which made it

(otcs marijuana and other dangerous droge, spdto 
control eral statute ll onnarai drugs‘ 
able of prodacng serious paycotropic etects 
when abused” The wide et of control wa extended 
thre year later wth the passage ofthe Drag Abuse 
Conte Amendments of 1955, which sought to con 
tol the diversion of depressant and stimelant drugs 
such a barbiturates and amphetamines from lea 
hanal.

reportedly knew about the generals drug-smugging 
ctv but had tolerated them becase, a pid 
temploye of the CLA since the late 19s, be had 
been a utflinteligence source.

“Angst Pinochet overcrew Mars Preside Sal-

slthough atthe time the market fr cocaine wat 
smal. The trade then moved to Colombia, where 
Criminals He Pablo Esabar and Fabio Ochoa 
(the aber ofthe Ochoa brothers) were age te 
pand the cocsine distribution network. 

Fabio Ochoa, Se, who got his startin rime by 
smuggling whiskey and home eletnic appliances, 
‘screed with founding the Medeln cartel around 
1978, when Palo Escobar convinced Fabio o se 
his welkestablished and connected «mugging 
routes forthe more profitable drug busines, The 
<steo 18 Api 1981 maybe considered the ey dete 
forthe Medlin Cartels extablshment. Several drug 
uafickrs,indng Jorge us Ochoa, Fbio Ochoa, 
Ji Pablo Escobar, and Carlos Leder met thee 
tate owned by the Ochoa dan to discuss waye to 
transport cocaine tthe United States. By yearend, 
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the Medlin cartel had supervised atleast thiy- 
Cie shipments tothe United States, containing 
shoot nnceen tons of cocaine. Ae business picked 
‘up osher family members and rates joined the 
Cartel The three Ocho brothers, fr example, tok 
‘over fom ter father when he decided to reize. 

‘What the Medelin Cartel needed though, to ex- 
pnd thei operation nd stay ahead of the compet- 
tion was aft cheap tansportation system.

‘Th Cartel established oui sir orion South 
snd Cental America and fuel tops in theielands of 
the Caribbean and Mexico Tans sits included the 
‘Bahamas, Turks, Caio Ian, Jamaica, Mexin and 
crag, which wee protected by Cart mploy- 
ces or independent organizations, incoding those 
beaded by lal ovement oficial, 

"The planes Hended in withthe trafic over the 
“lrida Keys, and upon reaching thei destination, 
they either dropped thir drug cargo to wating 
boats or landed at dandestin ir strips in Farid, 
Georgia, or Alabama. Lshder directed the tran 
oration network fom his command posta Nor

‘States, cocaine shipments were taken o warehouses 
or ath hous and then distributed and sold othe 
Canes cents.

"The Medelin Cartel was not fri of vient con- 
fiostation with anyone, incodng the Colombian 
government, and it would not beste to eliminate 
any threats to its interests. Daring the 1980s, the 
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Modelin Cartel wed bombings and trois and 
hited an trained hit men known a cristo Ki 
thousands of people inching some ofthe most 
prominent ures in Colombian pals: Rodrigo 
{ara Bon, Calombian justice minister, in 1988; 
rime Gomez Ramirez, head of Clombis National 
Police An-Naroie Unt in 1986; Gilermo Cano 
lea the respected editor of El Epectadernewsp- 
pein 1986; and Luis Cros Gala, presidential can- 
iste in 1989; among others. The al Cartel on the 
ther band, diienty culated an image a3 
Kinder, gener maf tht prefered ous the be 
rather than the bal in ding busines. As James 
Satna Mec Ciy-based security constant ex 
Plhined, “The saying goes thatthe Medelin Crt 
fonfronts; Cai corps” (Chepexuk 199, 144) 

Differences aside, the Meelin and Cal catls 
helped to revolitionize cocine tricking. nt just 
in the way the drug was tensported to the United 
States, but ao in ow twas dsbated within the 
United Stats. Both cat established the drag 
trade on aBasinese model with fin, welled 
smuggling, marketing and money laundering nt 
‘woke operating from cas to cost inthe United 
States. By 199 an estimated 300 Colombian trafic 
ing groups and 0.000 Colambians were inabed in 
the cocaine trade inthe United Stats. Atleast 5000 
of the Colombians who worked for the cartel Lied 
in the Miami area and anather 6,00 in the Ls An 
gelesen. 





“The Colombians have the momentum by bene 
ft of thee easlyinvolement in the cocaine wade” 
the Presidents Commission on Organized Crime 
conclded in 1986. "They hare evaled from smal, 
dlzasocited groupe into compartmentalied orgs: 
nizations that ee sophisticated and sstematied in 
thei approach tothe traficing of cockine inthe 
US” (Presidents Commission on Organized Crime 
1986, 78) According to law enforcement reports he 
Medel Cartland other Colombian teficking 
roupsopestea lf entered cel of abou fie 0 
Ey members with aly hundfl ofthe “man- 
agers” knowing all he eels members.

Despite ite briliance in organizing the cosine 
trade, the Medelin Cartels emphasit on vince 
snd nacterroriem to full its criminal objectives 
‘imately ed to ts decline an fall. rom 1984 to 
1093 the Cartel engaged the Colombian state in & 
war of ation. The tro and death ol was largely 
‘of Pablo Escobar making. “Brey time thee is &

newspaper. (Chepessk 1987) 

"The Medel Crt however pid for its vient 
sways. On 5 February 1987 an elit Colombian pice 
‘unit captured Cals Lehder twenty mies outside of 
‘Medel, the heart of Colombia's cosine industry 
and quid exradted him tothe United States, 
bere be was convicted of drug talficking and 
iene sentence pu 138 years in prison. Jose

There were as many as 70,00 Yakuza in Japan by 
1956, bat that Biare jumped fe years later to 
184.000, when the crime orgaizaon began its 
moder expansion, Inthe estly 197s, the Tks 
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livers and began moring into the growing in 
ternational narcotics tad, establishing links ith 
the powerful Chinese Triads and becoming actin 
Hong Kon, Tian and Southeast sia. 

'US ators began to get concerned abou the 
Yura inthe 170s, after t Became apparent that 
the group had made the United tates ite prime tr 
fet for criminal activi. By 1986 the Presidents 
(Commision on Organized Crime published report, 
in which tote thatthe Yaz are active in drug, 
tealickng primarily mugging amphetamine fom 
the Unie States tofpan. 

‘Ahough itis dic to gather information 
shout the Yakuza, US. officials do know thatthe 
"lualoein drug talficking i iferent from the 
one played by other organized crime groups that tr 
fet the hoge US matt for distribution. The Yakuza 
wrk primarily as exporters of rage from the 
United tates wo Japan and principally trafic in am 
phetamines. Methamphetamine a ype of amps 
‘ine, became hugely popula in pan inthe ealy 


1980s, By 198 the number of spcd-elate arse 
in Japan tripled, andthe numberof amphetamine 
abusers was estimated to beat between 30,000 and 
‘a0, 

The okuza may focus on exporting drugs fom 
the United tates, bt this does aotmean thatthe or 
nization bs no contributed othe growth of dg 
‘he and abu in the United tates “One might think 
that because the Yakuza is exporting drugs fom the 
US. Japan tha they are not contributors to the 
US drug problem” explained criminologist Michel 
Kalen fact he reverse may very wel be tue, 
tthe Yakuza acts a wholesale customer of loa 
drug manufacturers, thus creating a giant demand 
for production of the drug ae large drug using pop- 
lation wld” (Kley 198,121) 

The demand in Japan for methamphetamine is 
so ret and the sles so urate that Japanese a 
thors lee the trade in the drag secounts for 
fay half ofthe Yakuza’ income—an amount be 
lieved to be worth inthe blions of dolls tthe 
1991 congressional earings on the New Interns 
tional Criminal an Asian Onpnized Crime, then 
BI Dizetr Willa Sessions reported hatin 1988 
the ikuza grossed almost $10 billion in revenue,
